Gelb teaches the "... user query..." aspect of the limitation as the allocation request (i.e., user query) is received by the user program at 
step 150. At step 151 the pertinent control record is read to determine if a storage class was selected for the data set (col. 19, lines 59- 
64). 

The Applicant indicated that the Examiner suggested that SELECT and WHEN statements are used to implement user queries. However, 
Applicant does not see how this teaches a user query as asserted by the Examiner. 

In response, Examiner submits that Gelb teaches upon completion of the data inputs, the host processor 10 to which terminal 13 is 
attached, verifies, in step 27, the just entered data and compiles the generated ACS routine Into executable code in a usual manner (col. 
1 1 , lines 44-50). The cited SELECT and WHEN statements from the previous Office Action are an example of source code listings for 
automatic class selection (ACS) generated in step 26 for the defined classed inputed by the user (col, 1 1 , lines 47-50). 

Accordingly, Gelb teaches the "user query" limitation as claimed. 
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
